PAGO PAGO, Tutuila Island, American Samoa, Jan. 13.— (U P) — 
The Samoan clipper went down in 1,000 fathom s of w ater after an 
explosion so terrific that it strewed the ocean with tiny bits of debris 
from the sheltered interior of the fuselage, searchers reported today. 
The old U. S. Minesweeper Avocet, only available boat a t this 
remote South Sea island, returned late last night from an oily 
splotch of the sea 14 miles from<f» 
the island where Capt. Edwin C. 
Musick and his six companions of 
the clipper crew were lost Tues­ 
day. 
They were the men of the Avo­ 
cet who found the clipper’s watery 
grave 16 hours after 
the 
Pan 
American airways sky boat dis­ 
appeared on a flight from here to 
Auckland, New Zealand. 
The wreckage th at was left, 
Chief Boatswain H. S. Bogan of 
the Avocet said, indicated that the 
clipper was blown to pieces. 
Tiny Pieces Found 
“Bits of wood and paper covered 
the sea. They seemed to be frag­ 
ments from the interior of the 
plane. 
All the pieces were from 
one to six inches square. 
We 
found nothing larger than that. 
“We found one bent tie clasp 
which 
we 
believe 
belonged 
to 
Brooks” (engineering officer.) 
They also found a coat, Bogan 
said, bearing the Pan American 
insignia 
The coat had been burn­ 
ed full of holes. 
A small piece of 
.ie chart board was identified and 
the book of navigation tables was 
picked up. 
Neither the search by sea or 
air produced any trace of the 
bodies of the seven men who died. 
The Avocet crew took soundings 
and found the water more than a 
mile deep. 
Little more was known of the 
clipper’s fate than that she burned 
and sank. 
Several things about 
her disastrous trip remained to be 
solved. 
Pan American officials believe 
the gasoline caught fire while be­ 
ing dumped, and caused the ex­ 
plosion. 
That was the theory of 
J. T. Trippe, president of the air­ 
line. He said the dumping of fuel 
before a landing was “a conser­ 
vative and normal practice.” Trip­ 
pe was in W ashington. 
Schedules Continue 
While the crews at every little

and Manila on the North route, at

Scfretary o f Agriculture ^Flenry 
A. Wallace, testifying before the 
senate committee investigating un­ 
employment, this week exhibited 
direct concern for middle western 
crop conditions. 
The departm ent weather bureau 
reported that rains in the Plains 
area were “insufficient” in many 
sections to “restore the seriously 
depleted 
soil 
moisture 
supply 
there.” 
Subsoils 
in 
many 
areas 
are 
greatly deficient in moisture, and 
a generous supply of rains is need­ 
ed before next Summer to avoid 
parched crops and dust storm s 
of probably greater intensity than 
former years, officials said. 
Wallace told the senate com­ 
mittee 
th at 
drought 
conditions 
were “very critical” in 2$ coun­ 
ties in N orth and South Dakotas, 
and Montana. 
From 33 to 75 per­ 
cent of the farm families in those 
areas are living on government 
grants of from $20 to $25 per 
month, he said.

Although it was emphasized that 
Mr. Roosevelt has not formed any 
definite program or reached any 
conclusions for promoting greater 
business-govemment 
m utuality, 
high administration officials indi­ 
cated that his study of possible 
means to end the economic reces­ 
sion centered about the new’ agen­ 
cy idea. 
Donald Richberg, former head of 
the N.R.A. and now a member of 
a W ashington law firm, and E r­ 
nest Draper, assistant secretary of 
>;’amerce, Svere said to have for­ 
mulated the plan. 
Significantly, Richberg attended 
the White House conference Tues­ 
day when Mr. Roosevelt met five 
prominent industrialists. 
Yester­ 
day, D raper’s immediate superior, 
Secretary of Commerce Daniel C. 
Roper, announced that he had a r­ 
ranged for the President to meet 
50 more industrialists Jan. 19. 
The new agency plan is not con­ 
sidered out-of-line with the objec­ 
tives of the adm inistration’s re­ 
cently initiated trust-busting drive 
and, it was said, is being advanced 
b’ several of the President’s clos­ 
es c advisers. 
The plan proposes: 
1. To 
revise, 
strengthen 
and 
clarify anti-trust laws, believed to 
have become obsolete, to stimulate 
competition 
and 
break 
up 
un­ 
healthy monopoly. 
2. To establish a new agency 
which would supervise and sanc­ 
tion specific acts of business, guid­ 
ing it along lines of adjusted pro­ 
duction schedules. 
Mr. Roosevelt's desire for a re­ 
vision of anti-trust statutes was 
announced when he called congress 
back to W ashington for a special 
cession last Fall. Then he request­ 
ed more stringent anti-trust legis­ 
lation in a four-point legislative 
program.

men, some temporarily laid off, 
will return to work this month. 
3. That IO of the 12 districts 
anticipate an improvement in em­ 
ployment before April. 
4. That a substantial percentage 
of the employes in heavy manu­ 
facturing lines are on a part-time 
baals. 
5. That many large organiza­ 
tions have revived the depression 
“spread the work” idea to provide 
employment for as many workers 
as possible. 
6. That there has been little pay 
cutting and that payrolls have de­ 
clined generally in proportion to 
cuts in employment and hours. 
7. That some southern districts 
have been affected to 
a 
much 
- smaller extent by 
the 
business 
slump than have most other areas, 
particularly those heavily indus­ 
trialized. 
Actual figures of total unem- 
. ployed for all districts were not 
available, but sufficient material 
came from authentic sources to 
provide an accurate “fever-chart” 
, of employment conditions in the 
various sections and the nation as 
4 a whole. 
Reports from the different reg­ 
ions when averaged on a percent­ 
age basis with the unemployment 
rolls of the federal government, 
indicated that approximately 1,- 
500,000 persons lost their jobs in 
the last two and a half months 
of 1937, while about the same 
! number had their hours of em­ 
ployment reduced.

able reports on tests of new oat 
varieties indicate that Ohio farm ­ 
ers may within a few years be 
able to obtain a strain which has 
a high resistance to rusts and 
smut, according to 
the 
United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
which has been making the tests 
in cooperation with the Iowa Ex­ 
periment Station. 
Strains resulting from a cross 
of Victoria 
and 
Richland 
oats 
yielded at the rate of 108 bushels 
to the acre at the Iowa station in 
1937. They were resistant to rusts 
and smut and had desirable grain 
characters. The new varieties out- 
yielded Richland oats by 23 bush­ 
els per acre. Twelve of the new 
crosses are being multiplied. 
Another desirable group of var­ 
ieties also was grown but these 
would not be adapted to Ohio con­ 
ditions. Plant breeders, however 
have high h o p e s for the Victoria- 
Richland crosses and 
say 
they 
should grow well in central Ohio. 
No seed of these strains will be 
available for a year or more.

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NO W AR REFERENDUM NOW 
IN itself the war referendum seems to 
great numbers of Americans a reason­ 
able proposal. 
The present question is 
one of practical timing rather than princi­ 


ple. 
We are accustomed to referendums in 
this country. 
Every amendment to the 
federal Constitution is submitted to a 
national referendum, and many states 
submit issues to the voters outside of 
regular elections. 
War is the most vital and important 
business a country can undertake, directly 
affecting fundamental 
interests 
of all 
people. 
So a war declaration is perhaps 
the most important decision any govern­ 
ment can make. 
And if there is any act 
of government that ought to be subject 
to review by the people before taking ef­ 
fect, perhaps it is war. 
With modem facilities available, too, 
any war declaration thought necessary by 
the President and Congress could be sub­ 
mitted to the nation and its decision 
quickly registered. 
A week or two might 
suffice. 
In the meantime the authority of 
the President, as head of the army and 
navy, would probably be ample for emer­ 
gency action. 
There has been some mis­ 
representation on these points. 
lf the foregoing statements are sound, 
the fact remains that this is a bad time to 
agitate the war referendum issue, because 
the nations against whom we have to be 
most on guard do not understand such 
democratic processes, and regard referen­ 
dum sentiment as opposition to a strong 
foreign policy at Washington. 
For the sake of peace, we need a strnog 
foreign policy at present, and so would 
better postpone the referendum business 
for a while.

Louey Ludlow, 
loved 
by 
everyone in 
Washington, and so anxious to reciprocate 
that he let himself in for a constitutional 
amendment which he did not agree with 
but which reverberated around the world. 
Louey came to Washington 37 years 
ago as the correspondent for a group of 
Indiana newspapers, trudged weary miles 
through government departments, picked 
up hand-outs, buttonholed Congressmen, 
and became almost as much a fixture as 
the Washington Monument. 
Then in 1927, following the retirement 
of Alfred Kirchhofer, Louey stepped into 
his shoes as president of the National Press 
Club, introduced Lindbergh to the club 
after his first historic flight, and immedi­ 
ately became famous. 
Shortly after that 
Louey went back to Indiana, capitalized 
on his fame and became the first news­ 
paperman to jump from press gallery to 
the House of Represenatives.

SILENT AM BULANCES 
V W O hospitals in Rochester, N. Y., have 
• 
been driving their ambulances with­ 
out siren horns for eleven years. 
A study 
of time sheets for the Municipal Hospital 
ambulance shows that it has made all its 
usual and emergency trips with speed and 
safety. Its record compares favorably with 
those of hospital ambulances that shriek as 
they pass through the streets on emergency 
calls. 
The superintendent of the Municipal 
Hospital believes there is safety in silence. 
The siren attracts a lot of thrill-chasing 
motorists who speed along behind the 
ambulance in order to find out what’s 
happened. Their cars become a menace to 
all traffic and often cause accidents. 
The silent ambulance does not attract, 
this unwelcome attention. 
It obeys traffic 
rules, too, and reduces danger thereby. 
And it maintains the top speed allowed 
without staining anyone. 
It is possible that fire engines and 
police cars do not need to make as much 
noise as they do. 


FORGOTTEN RESOLUTION 
In the nine years which have followed, 
Louey has been just as good a Congress­ 
man as he was a newspaperman. 
Among 
other things, he aims to oblige, and last 
Spring tossed into the legislative hopper a 
resolution which he scarcely remembered. 
But several months later, with war 
flaming in the Far East and threatening in 
Europe, his resolution providing that this 
country could not declare war without a 
referendum of the people, suddenly hit 
the front pages. Simultaneously the peace 
organizations (real authors of his bill) put 
the heat on him and his colleagues both, 
forcing them to sign a discharge petition 
to take the resolution out of the Judiciary 
Committee, where the Administration had 
it securely pigeonholed.

petition completed with the necessary 218 
names.

How infective is mumps? 
They 
were able to tell pretty well from 
one experience. 
A boy returned to 
school and slept his first night in a 
dormitory with nine other boys. 
The next day he came down with 
mumps. Of the nine boys, five had 
never had mumps and two of them 
came down with it 
But twenty- 
three other boys in the school came 
down with it- all from one contact. 
Tins same experience showed the 
incubation period. 
The first boy 


I came down with It sixteen days 
after his companion had brought it 
to school 
The last boy twenty- 
three days after the contact. 
Mumps is a virus disease and 
has been transmitted to monkeys. 
It enters the body through the 
mouth, getting into the ducts of 
the salivary glands that way. 
The complications make it im­ 
portant. 
The inflammation of the 
reproductive glands may make for 
tragedy in after life. This compli­ 
cation practically never occurs in 
younger boys, only in those over 
14 
Keeping the patient in bed 
prevents it in practically every 
case. 
So as a word of advice to 
parents, do not regard mumps as 
trivial or as a joke, and keep the 
child in bed for several days after 
the acute period.
